City Hall Site Votes 

The official record of the straw 
vote showed that 572 favored the 
municipal building on the police 
station site and 504 voted for the 
D street site.

100th. Anniversary 


John Muir’s Birth! 


The one hundredth anniversary 
of the birth of the great natural- 
| ist, John Muir, will occur on Wed- 
‘nesday, April 21, and it is sug- 
gested that all Californians well 
might honor him and profitably 
observe this centennial by famil- 
iarizing' themselves with his 
works. 

He really is an adopted son of 
California, having arrived during 
the course of: his wanderings over 
North America in the year of 
1868. 

John Muir might be given the 
credit, possibly more than any 
other person, for being re - 
ble for the establishment of 
Yosemnite as a national park. 
Conservation of forests and game 
preserves were also the work of 
this man. 

He helped organize the Sierra 
club and was its president from 
its inception in 1892 until his 
death in 1914..He came to Ameri- 
oa from Scotland in 1849 and fin- 
pose his education in Wisconsin. 

John Muir and John Burroughs 
were called “John o' Mountains” 
and “John o' Birds” by their 
i friends, 

Among the books John Muir 
wrote are the following and all 
may be found at the public li- 
brary: “The Yosemite,” “Moun- 
tains of California,” ‘My First 
Summer in the Sierra,” “Our 
National Parks.” “A Thousand 
Mile Walk to the Gulf,” “The

In Building New School

One of the finest elementary 
educational buildings in the south- 
land is to rise before many months 
on Fifth avenue near Arrow high- 
way as the result of the latest de- 
velopments on the project. 


The PWA alloted $78,750 to-j 


ward the project and this amount 
added to the $175,000 authorized 
by local voters will give the com- 
munity a large school auditorium 
and a class room building.

Word 
‘was received Saturday by local 
school officials that the PWA had

Bonds Are Voted 
A $175,000 bond issue was held 
last fall.

With the sum of $253,750 avail- 
able for the new educational plant,

can be used. 

Although the cost of the serum} 
treatment varies from $15 for a 
small child to as high as $150 for 
an adult, Dr. Aita strongly advo- 
cates steps to make the serum 
available for everyone, regarddless 
of their ability to pay. 

Moving pictures showing pneu- 
monia treatment soon will be 
available at the hospital.
